THE LIME'QDAKSIES. A correspondent 


thus describes the Lime Quarries of Bock- 
land: 


"Formerly any person with Ilile caoital 


could quarry on his own rock, haul it to" the 
kiln, which he had built at a cheap rate, or 
hired ons of Ins neighbor, and burned his 
lime and sold it for what tie could got. But 
now all this ia changed. 
Ihe lime quarries 


are owned by men of wealth, the old-fash- 
ioned kiln haa given way to tho patent par- 
netual kiln, and everything is dene on a 
scale which demands capital- ' 


"Tha kilns are nitasted on the shore of a 


peninsula. By describing one we give an 
idea of them all. 
The kiln la lotaled at the 


foot of a bank near the head, of a wharf. 
It 


13 built about 18 feet square and 30 feet m 
heteht. Tho walls are of thick granite, and 
the inside is lined with fire brick. Teams 
haul the lime rook from the, bank to the top 
of the kiln, down which the rock is thrown. 
The kiln is narrower OB you descend. Ono 
of these kilns will hold from 150 to 200 
casks of lime. The tirnp required for burn- 
ing the lime is from seven to eight hours.— 
The rock is divided into hard and soft: the 
former will yield 110 casks per day, and the 
latter 91), The kiin is drawn off four times 
a day. 


"The limo swells a great deal in tho kiln 


which prevents the unburned portions from 
falling down. "When the lower poriion is 
sufficiently burned, long iron rods are run 
into the turnace and the burnea portions fall 
to the bottom. This is shovelled out with 
long handled iron shovels on Ihe ground in 
large lumps of a glowing red color, when it 
is broken up, sorted out and packed into 
casks, and rolled to the rear of the building, 
where a vessel lioa ready to receive it. Tbe 
vessel ^usually brings into port a load of 
wood and departs with a cargo of lime. 


"Immense sheds, covering all the kilns 


and wood, are conspicuous everywhere. For 
two kilns a building covers about seventeen 
thousand square feet.. Several ("companies 
have commenced using coal the! past sum- 
mer, which bids fair to rovolulronizo Iho 
whole system of burning Jime. at present 
about one cord ot wood ta two tons of bitu- 
mouB coal are need. It requires about four 
rnouB coa are need. It requires about four 
and ono^half cords of wood to one, hundred 
barrels of lime. One firm is experimenting 
with pure coal, wllh good prospects of suc- 
nnuft "
